omitting the deaths (numbering 11) of persons 
admitted into public institutions from localities 
outside the area, represent an annual rate of 
mortality of 15.0 per 1,000 of the population. 
Of the 119 deaths appe rtaming to the area one 
death was from measies, one from scarlet fever, 
two from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, 
one from dysentery, and two from diarrhea and 
enteritis of children under 2 years.

STATEMENT.

POSITION OF LABOUR. 

In a Ministerial declaration read in the 
Chamber and Senate this afternoon, says a 
Reuter message dated Paris Thursday, M. 
Millerand French Prime Minister, said that the 
era of sacrifices and restrictions had not come 
to an end with the termination of the war, and 
the duty of the citizen at the moment was to 
produce more and consume less the latter being 


| the primary condition for the restoration of the 
national fortunes. To pay taxes was to serve 


France; to avoid them was to betray her. In- 
dicating the ways and means by which he in- 
tended to reduce currency inflation, maintain 
equilibrium. of the Budget, and begin paying 
off debts, he declared that it was morally just 
that war profits should be heavily hit. It would 
be scandalous if tem difficulties facili- 
tated the accumulation of limitless profits. As 
the national financial condition did not permit 
of the States assuming the exclusive charge of 
exploitation of the national wealth this would 
be dealt with by adopting a formula providing 
for collaboration between private initiative and 
the State. The Government policy would be to 
guarantee Labour its legitimate share of profits, 
and in the organisation of work, and to seek, 
by the regular working of arbitration institu- 
tions, a means of preventing, and. when occa- 
sion arose, of settling, labour disputes. Peace 
at home and abroad was the most earnest wish 
of hearts shattered by hecatombs, the crushing 
responsibility for which was borne by Germany 
before the tribunal of history. They had faith 
in the League of Nations the organisation of 
which the Government would support 
amd strengthen to avert t he recurrence 
of such a catastrophe. It would be unpardon- 
able frivolity to trust tothe promises of the 
future for the safeguarding of their immediate 
security, and for securing their rightful re- 
paration. 

THE MILITARY AND NAVAL FORCES. 

As to the new organisation of the military 
and naval forces, economic and other con- 
siderations rendered a considerable reduction 
in the duration of service necessary. While 
no scheme would be decided upon without hear- 
ing the opinion of the military chiefs, whose 
science and genius had won universal admira- 
tion, their decisions could not be guided by 
their own wishes alone, as the carrying out of 
international arrangements would have to be 
considered. The execution of all clauses of the 
Treaty of Versailles would be the law to be 
pursued without violence or weakness, and with 
unshakable firmness. That law included the

FIGHTING IN RUSSIA. 


THE SOUTHERN FRONT. 


BOLSHEVIKS HELD IN 
CHECK. 
The War Office states that two reports have 


been received from the British Military Mission 


in South Russia, giving the situation up to Wed- 
nesday, as follows:—On the extreme right of 
the Caucasus Army, the Bolshevik column which 
had entered Killyar was driven out again as 
the result of a counter-attack directed from the 
north-west against that town. In the Kurna 
valley the Bolshevik advance appears to have 
stopped, as only patrol activity has been re 
ported. On the centre and left fronts of the 
Caucasus Army, the Russians have been forced 
back from the line of the Sal, astride the 
Tsaritsin-Ekaterinodar Railway. Further to the 
west the Bolsheviks have made repeated at- 
tempts to cross the Don east of Rostov, and 


have succeeded in forming small bridgebeads on 


the left bank at two places. Westwards of 


Rostov their attempts to cross have been com- 


pletely repulsed with heavy losses. Budenne’s 
cavalry, who are in action here, lost twelve 
guns, 100 machine guns, and a large number of 
prisoners.

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DEATH OF CONSTABLE~ 
FINNEGAN, 

CLAIMS FOR DAMAGE IN 
THURLES. 

Constable Luke Finnegan, Royal Irish Con- 
stabulary, who was shot outside his house in 
Thurles on Tuesday night, and was brought te 
Dublin for an immediate operation, died in Dr, 
Steevens’ Hospital at 11.30 last night. He 
was wounded in the abdomen and right arm, 
and on Wednesday morning was operated upon 


by Surgeon Chance. Some time later a. 


quantity of blood was transfused into his 
system from the body of Constable McGirr, 
of the R. I. C. Dépét, who, with a large number 
of his comrades, volunteered to give the 
necessary amount of blood in an endeavour to 
save Constable Finnegan's life. The patient 
remained in a critical condition, and only very 
slender hopes of his recovery were entertained. 
He was quite conscious until 4.30 yesterday 
afternoon, when he took a turn for the worse, 
and lapsed into a semi-conscious condition. He 
made no statement up to the time of his death. 

Constable Finnegan was a married man, 
with two children. He was a native of Tuam, 
Co. Galway, and had about ten years’ service 
in the police. 

Our Thurles Correspondent telegraphed last 
night:—The shooting of Constable Finnegan, 
R. I. C., in Thurles on Tuesday night and the 
wild scenes which followed, continue to be the 
subject of general discussion. The motive for 
the crime remains a mystery, as the constable 
was a quiet, inoffensive map, attached to his 
home and family, and was in no way prominent 
in political prosecutions. It is, however, sug- 
gested that he may have been an intended wit- 
ness in connection with the Knocklong murder 
prosecutions which are pending. It will be re- 
membered that he gave evidence of identification 
at the inquest. The suggestion that the act 
was committed by some person who had a 


by the fact thas there were three assailants 
waiting for him. It is quite evident that his 


| assailants were well acquainted with Constable 


Finnegan’s habits, and that their plans were 
carefully laid. It is stated that a public gas 
lamp about thirty yards away from the con- 
stable’s house was previously extinguished, and, 
as the night was very dark, his assailants’ 
escape was made easy. 

THE DAMAGED PROPERTY. 

There is still a good deal of concern amongst 
the townspeople as to the possible results of 
the shooting, having regard to the scenes that 
followed, To-day several of those whose windows 
and other property were damaged swore infor- 


mations for the purpose of making claims 
for compensation. The claims which have 
been made so far amount to about £250,

DEFENCE OF THE COALITION. 


Mr. Balfour was the guest last evening of 
the City of London Conservative and Unionist 
Association at a dinner. Lord Aldenham pre- 


— 


Mr. Balfour, responding to the toast of his 
health, referred to the way the nation had 
done its duty in the war. It was true that the 
Prime Minister, the present Foreign Secretary, 
and himself did their best through a long and 
unhappily unfinished negotiation. Were they 
succéssful or were they not? It was hard to 
say. Looking round Europe, seeing economic 
disaster brooding over great countries, seeing 
the whole of the vast Empire of Russia dis- 
solved in septic convulsion, one was apt to feel 
for a moment that the efforts and sacrifices of 
mankind had received as yet but a very im- 
perfect reward. They had created new coun- 
tries in accordance with the principle of 
nationality, the principle which so fur as human 
foresight could foresee, ought to diminish the 
chances of future struggles and disaster com- 
parable to those under which the world was 
still struggling. He believed that the efforts 
conscientiousty attempted would still be seen 
in their lifetime to carry in them the germs and 
the hopes of a new future for Europe, in 
which the tragic conditions of the past would 
not be constantly intruding themselves. They 
could not cure this by a readjustment of 
frontiers, but they did a creat deal if, in addition 
to the readjustment of frontiers, ihey could use 
such instruments as the League of Nations to 
introduce a more reasonable frame of mind into 
the democracies of the world. They should not 
fall into the mistake of supposing that because 
they gave universal suffrage and created a de- 
mocracy they, therefore, eliminated the petty 
ambition and greed which ended in disaster. 
People did a very ill service to the progress of 
mankind who made the object of their criticism : 
that human nature never changed. He said, 
with emphasis, that society did «hange, and that 
one could find countless cases in which ideas 
had become more humane, order became more 
easy, and crimes of violence became more and 
more impossible. . 

Speaking of what he described as the more 
local aspect of public affairs, Mr. Balfour said 
that he came before them again still a mem- 
ber of a Coalition Government, and still quite 
clear that a Coalition Government was now 
what the country wanted. He had seen criti- 
cisms to the Coalition Government, and there 
were, of course, differences of opinion in the 
Coalition Cabinet. Difficult problems came up, 
and opinions were evenly balanced, and there 
was a great deal to be honestly and truly said 
on both sides. He had, however, never known 
in all the Coalitions Governments to which he 
belonged of those differences following party 
cleavage. He had always felt that it was not 
the business of the State to intervene in con- 
troversies between employers and employed. 
Could it be held, however, that when those con- 
troversies touched the vital interests of the 
whole country, under no ciroumstances was the 
State to intervene? The proposition was an im- 
possible one. The community nust secure iis 
own living, and it could not allow its life to be 
equeezed out of it. What they Wanted was 
community of action in a great crisis, and he 
could not conceive conditions under which it 
was more necessary for all men of moderation, 
to whatever party they might telong. to act

EVIDENCE AT THE 
. INQUEST. 

SHOT TWICE FROM 
BEHIND. 


A VERDICT OF WILFUL 
MURDER, 


Although the police authorities have been 
actively engaged since Wednesday evening, when 
Assistant Commissioner W. C. Redmond, 
D. u. P., was shot dead in Harcourt street, no 
arrest has yet been madg in connection with the 
affair. The occurrence has occasioned - the 
deepest indignation amongst all law-abiding 
citizens, and general sympathy has been ¢x- 
tended to the bereayed widow and family in the 
irreparable. loas that they have 60 tragically 
sustained. There were yesterday many visitors 
to the scene of the tragedy, and the murder 
was the sole topic of conversation: during the 
day. In the forenoon, a post-mortem examination 
was held on the body of the deceased gentle- 
man, and, as the medical evidence at the in- 
quest, which was held subsequently, proved, the 
two shots that were fired undoubtedly took 
effect. Both bullets were evidently fired from 
behind, one entering at the back of the head_ 
behind the right ear, and the other entering the 
back. There was little evidence of a general 
character at the inquest to show how the foul 
deed: was committed, but testimony was 
given as to two or three men 
being seen crossing the road from the 
shadowed archway at No. 91 Harcourt street 
towards Montague strect, which leads to Camden 
street. The suddenness of the whole affair 
seemed to confuse people in the vicinity at the 
time. 

The evidence at the inquest was short, but 
one of the most telling features in eonnection 
it was the brief comment on 
chime made by Mr. Wylie, K.C., 

“I ask 
you,” he exclaimed, by your verdict to find 
that murder- black murder—was committed 
when Mr. Redmond was shot last night,” and 
he concluded by saying that the sooner such 
dastardly crimes were condemned by every 
decent, respectable person in this coyntry the 
better for this country. The jury returned a 
verdict of wilful murder, expressed abhorrence 
of the dastardly outrage, and extended sym- 
pathy to the relatives. The latter have received 
many messages of sympathy from all quarters 
in their bereavement. Mrs. Redmond, the 
widow, and Messrs. Robert and John Redmond, 
brothers, arrived in the city yesterday, and it 
has been arranged that the funeral shall take 
place to-dav, but it will be of an absolutely 
private character. 

MESSAGES OF SYMPATHY. 

The following telegram was sent by the Lord 
Lieutenant yesterday to Mrs. Redmond :— 

“ Please accept my heartfelt sympathy in the 
terrible loss you have sustained. Your late 
husband’s splendid courage and devotion to duty 
won the admiration of all whe worked with 
him.” 

The Lord Lieutenant also sent the following 
telégram to Mr. R. 8. Redmond, ¢/o Colonel 
Johnstone, Commissioner, D.M.P. :— 

“My deepest sympathy with loss you have 
sustained in the foul murder of your brother 
when in gallant execution of his duty. We shall 
all keenly feel his loss.” 

General Byrne, Inspector-General of the Royal

THE FLIGHT OF THE MURDERERS. 

James Francis Costello, Sallymount avenue, 
Ranelagh, deposed that about 6.10 o'clock on 
Wednesday evening he had come from Montague 
street into Harcourt street, and had got as far 
as the Ivanhoe Hotel when he heard two shots. 
He looked in the direction of the sound and 
saw four or five men running away in the direc. 
tion of Montague street. He saw a gentleman 
fall at the same time on the opposite side of 
the street. Witness ran to him, and found the 
man lying face downwards at the kerbstone. 
He turned him on his back and asked him was 
he shot, but got no anewer. Blood was gushing 
from his face. Witness had his knee under the 
man’s head, and waited until Dr. Robinson 
came across from No. 13 Harcourt street. 

Mr. Wylie, K.C.—Can ycu identify any of the 
men you saw running away? No, gir. 

How were they dressed? They wore over- 
coats. One of them had a soft hat. I did not 
wait to take much ‘notice, because I saw the 
gentleman fall to the ground and ran over to 
him. 

Martin Moore, 1 Synge street, stated that he 
worked in Kavanagh's, 91 Harcourt street. 
About 6.15 on Wednesday evening he heard two 
shots in. the street, and on going ontside saw 
a man lying on the footway opposite Kavanagh’s 
gateway. 

Dr. Cecil William C. Robinson, 13 Rarcourt 
street, deposed that he was in his diningroom 
on the evening of the 21st inst. at about 6.10 
o'clock. He heard two distinct shots fired out- 
side. He opened the window and saw a man 
lying on the opposite side of the street. He 
immediately ran down stairs, and found a man 
dressed in civilian clothing who had been 
severely injured. He helped to carry him at 
onee into his hall, and within a minute he died. 
He had a wound on his left jaw, and was 
bleeding profusely. The witness gave orders for 
the police and the ambulance to be summoned, 
and they. arrived shortly afterwards. He did 
not further examine the body, which he had 
conveyed to the Meath Hospital. 


THE MEDICAL EVIDENCE. 

Dr. McKay, house surgeon, Meath Hospital, 
deposed to receiving the body of Mr. Redmond, 
He was then dead. In company with Dr. Box- 
well, he made a post-mortem examination, and 
found a small wound of about one-third of an 


inch in diameter on the right side of the neck 


inches below the base of 
the skull. A second wound was found, 
with ragged everted edges, about ha 
an inch in diameter, over the lower jaw. 
A blunt probe passed readily from the wound 
in the neck through the soft tissues between 
the second and third cervieal vertebrae, both 
fractured. ‘The spinal cord was found to be 
severed. The track of the wound was followed 
through the floor “of the mouth, and was ac- 
companied by a compound comminated fracture 
of the left lower jaw. Another wourd was 
found om the back 34 inches from the middle 
line over the eighth rib, On the front of the 
hody there was a dusky patch of diseolouration.

foreign body could be felt: Incision of the skin 
revealed a lead bullet.

SORROW IN BELFAST. 

The announcement of the murder of Mr. W. 
C. F. Redmond, Deputy Commissioner of the 
Dublin Metropolitan Police, occasioned great 
sorrow among his many friends in Belfast, 
where he had been stationed for about fifteen 
years before his transfer to Dublin a month 
ago. All who knew him whether in an official 
or personal capacity, esteemed him greatby. 
He served on the Shankill road district, ana 
subsequently in the populous Donegall Phss 
area, and later was transferred to the position 
of Chief of the Detective Department. 

Tn the Belfast Police Court yesterday, Mr. John 
Gray, R.M., said that the Court desired to 
express its great sorrow at the dastardly outrage 
that deprived the police force of such an able 
officer as Mr. Redmond. He wishel to express 
his great regret at the terrible affair, and to 
tender his sympathy to the widow and relatives. 

Mr. R. N. Kennedy, J.P., said that personally 
he was very sorry. It was a very sad affair. 

Mr. John R. Moorhead, Crown Solicitor, said 
that he was glad to have an oppertunity of 
concurring with Mr. Gray in the statements that 
he had made. It was a terrible thing to think 
of a young man in the middle of his career 
being cut down suddenly in that way. Indeed 
it almost deprived one of his power of adequate 
expression. Their sympathy with the relatives 
of the deceased officer went without question. 
Some of them thought, perhaps, that something 
could be done to put a stop to that sort of 
thing. It seemed to many of them a disgrace to 
civilisation, and he failed to understand how 
any man could think that he was Alvancing 
a cause by assassination. But there it was, 
and, so far as he could see, the authorities did 
not seem to be in a position to deal adequately 
with it, and it was awful to think that officers 
and men of the R.I.C.- which was. in his judg- 
ment, the most splendid force in the world 
had to do duty under such circumstances. The 
law required strengthening, to protect these 
men, without whose protection life would not 
be worth living. 

Mr. John S. Osborne, senior member of the 
Bar, on behalf of the legal profession, associated 
himself with the sentiments thus expressed. 
Alluding to the horrible outrages committed 
daily in Ireland, Mr. Osborne said that it was 
shocking in this age of the world’s history that 
those thi were Allowed to exist in a civilised 
country. © expressed his deepest sympathy 
with the relatives of the late Mr. Redmond. 

District-Inspector Gerity paid a tribute to the 
murdered officer's memory, on behalf of the 
R. I. C in Belfast, and the force in Ireland 
generally. Mr. Redmond, he said, knew when 
he was going to Dublin that he was taking his 
life in his hands. “I am rather surprised to 
think.” he continued, “that some effort was 
not made to have him shadowed to his lodgings, 
but I suppose Mr. Redmond did not want ts 
make it appear that he was afraid to do his 
duty fearlessly, as he had done nothing to incur 
the displeasure of any honest man.” 

Mr J. Roche, R.M., and Mr. D. Elliott 
occupied seats on the bench during the proceed- 
ings.

Every belligerent was 
burdened with an immense load of debt. Every- 
where there had been a vast inflation of credit 
not based. upon a real increase of wealth, and 
an immense expansion of currency, created not 
by the ordinary play of economic forces, but by 
the needs of — Governments in a 
struggle for national life. Such a situation was 
— of no easy remedy. There was no short 
cut to security. No expedients, however in- 
genious, could relieve us of the necessity for a 
long course of careful economy in-national and 
personal expenditure. The first thing for the 
nation to do was to set its own house in order. 
We could not go on borrowing from one another 
or borrowing from our own people to meet the 
current expenses of government. “I have seen 
with great regret,” said Mr. Chamberlain, 
“cables from across the Atlantic which suggest 
that it is the policy of the British Government 
to borrow vast sums in America for the purpose 
of loaning them to the other nations of Europe. 
This is not our policy. We have never thought 
of it for a moment, and as none as I am re- 
sponsible that will not be a pohey which the 
Government would think of adopting. 
NO NEW BORROWINGS. 

We do not want to continue to add to our 
borrowings anywhere, and least of all in 
America, the one country to which wo are 
greatly indebted. Our first task, and the one 
which, he thought, was on the point of realisa- 
tion, was to stop all new berrowing on revenue 
account, Our national debt had reached its 
maximum. Our néxt object should be to stop 
the inflation of currency. by stopping the 
creation of new debt, and then begin to 
reverse the machine, and, instead of adding to 
the debt, reduce it; Once wo had turned this 
corner, as he thought that we should in the 
course of the nexi financial year, it would be 
our business to consider the funding. of. our 
large floating debt; thus removing from come 
mercial and financial centres the cloud of un- 
certainty which it must carry with it as long 
ae it maintained the present great proportions. 

A CHEERING PROSPECT. 

These immense taske required uaderstanding, 
good-will, and active support fromm all members 
of the community. There were some favourable 
signs’ in fhe eituation. Trade was very 
prosperous, and the adverse balance of trade 
was being rapidly reduced. This certainly did 
not exceed one hundred and fifty millions for 
the past year, when allowance was made for 
invisible exports, the profits of shipping, the 
various international services rendered, and the 
interest on investments which we still retained

NO REDUCED EXPENDITURE. 

The fact thaí the Committee were able te 
present a reduced demand this year did not by 
any means indicate that the expenditure of 
the asylum bad reduced.

they had also to provide for a total of £22,500 
undischarged liabilities at the Zlst March, 1919. 
These undischarged liabilities would all base 
been cleared off by the close of the current 
financial year, but it was calculated that there 
would still be a deficiency of £2,629 in the esti- 
mate for 1919-20 compared with the actual ex- 
penditure. Three months of the year, of 
course, had still to run, but the revenue and 
expenditure for nine monthe had n ascer- 
tained, and it was on the basis of the ascer- 
tained figures that the estimated deficiency was 
ealculated.

PROVISIONS AND GROCE RI ES—£60,000. 

There was a small increase of £600 in 
provisions and groceries, last year's estimate 
having been slightly under the mark. In the 
farm and garden expenses there wag a sub- 
stantial addition of £5,000. The actual ex- 
penditure for the twelve months ended Sist 
December was £15,960, compared with the 
estimate of £13,000 for the whole of 1919-20. The 
price of cattle, hay, turnips, and foodstuffs of 
all description advanced ‘enormously as com- 
pared with the preceding year. Unfortunately 
” the Joint Committee had not sufficient land to 
raise all the foodstyfis required for the feeding 
of their herd of dairy cattle, and, as they had 
been unsuceessful in negotiating the purchase 
of additional lands necessary, they could only 
provide for the maintenance of their milk supply 
by making very large purchases of fodder from 
outside sources. li was rather unsatisfactory 
the manner in which the farm and garden re- 
ceipts and expenses were brought into the esti- 
mates. The Local Government Board haf 
followed the old Treasury system of cash re- 
ceipts and cash payments, and their official ac. 
counts took no note of the value of produce 
supplied as a set off to the outlay. Were it not 
for the supply of milk, beef. pork, and vege- 
tables received from their own farms their ex- 
penditure om provisions and groceries, instéad 
of being about £60,002 would be nearer £80,000. 
The Richmond farm and garden account showed 
4 profit of £1,016. the greater portion of which

in cash. The vegetables supplied from the Rieh- 
mond farm, calculated at market prices, 
amounted to approximately £937. Although 
they had very little land available at Rich.

The opera- 
tions in connection with Portrane farm were 
on a much more extensive basis Charging milk 
at 18. 94. a gallon, or 64d. a quart for the 
whole financial period 1918-19, the amount sup- 
plied reached a figure of 49,351 in value, and 
butcher's meat amounted to £4,014. The sup- 
plies from Portrane farm, including potatoes 
and vegetables, amounted to £15,147, apart 
from cash sales to the amount of £352 for hides 
sold and for calves sold. The account, after 
charging off all indirect expendi-ure. showed a 
profit for the year of £1,496, a figure which 
must be accounted highly satisfactory in view 
of the low rate at which the milk had been 
charged. If this milk had to be bought by 
contract the Joint Committee would be un- 
doubtedly paying from 2s. 3d. to 2s. 6d. a gallon, 
and probably not getting as good an article. 

CLOTHING AND BEDDING. 

There was an increase of £320 for medicines 
and surgery, due to inneased prices, and an 
increase of £4,380 on clothing and hedding 
materials. Last year's estimate proved alto- 
gether inadequate to mect the actual require- 
ments of the current year. Washing materials 
showed an increase of £450, due to advance in 
prices. Soap, which formerly cost £25 a ton, 
now costs well over 450.

REDUCED GOVERNMENT GRANT. 

The Government nominully paid a grant of 4s. 
per head per week out of the Local Taxation 
Account towards the maintenance of cach 
pauper patient, but in reality this grant was 
reduced to about 3s. 6d., the income of the 
Local Taxation (Ireland) Account being quite 
inadequate to meet the claims upon it; and the 
elaims were consequently reduced by an ayerage 
of about 13 per cent, before payment, A sum 
of at least £40,000 was due to the contributing 
Councils of this district for deficiencies in the 
payments of grants from the year 1909-10 to 
the present date. This grant of 3s, Gd. per 
week represented about 35 per cent. of the 
maintenance cost in the year 1914-15. For the 
coming year it would amount to about 15 per 
cent. Therefore, while the local rates in pre- 
war days were only called upon to defray 65 
per cent. of the maintenance of each patient, 
they were now called upon to bear 85 per cent., 
and the Government declined to acknowledge 
any liability for ile share im the increased ex- 
penses. 

DUBLIN AND BELFAST. 

It was true—but it was less true now than 
formerly—that, compared with the majority of 
the Trish asylums, the cost per patient in Rich- 
mond was somewhat above the average, but in 
making a comparison of expenses the standard 
of treatment must be taken into consideration. 
Some years ago a special sub-committee was 
charged by the Board with the duty of in- 
quiring into the reason for the difference in 
cost which existed between Richmond and some 
of the largest asylums. The late chairman, Mr. 
Richard Jones, had drawn attention again and 
again to the fact that a great difference existed, 
aml he instanced particularly the case of Bel- 
fast Asylum, where the average expenditure 
was on a much lower scale than in ond. 
They. sent their accountant to Belfast, and he 
| spent a good deal of time there in obtaining 
statistics and information for the purpose of 
reporting to the Board. The substance of his 
report was thet the standard of treatment in 
Belfast, judging by the dietary scale and the 
amount of skilled attention and medical com- 
forts afforded to the patients, was not at all 
comparable with that which existed in Rich- 
mond, although the buildings themselves and 
the furnishing were more homely and attractive. 
| He also pointed out that the difference in the 
| standard of treatment appeared to have a very 

marked effect on the vital statistics of the two 
| institutions, and that the death-rate of Belfast 
Asylum for a considerable number of years was 
mvariably very much in excess of Richmond, 
and that the Richmond Asylum; having regard 
to the class of patients admitted from a metro- 
politan area, appeared to have a remarkably 
low death-rate when compared with other simi- 
lar institutions admitting patients of this class. 
The figures, which were instructive, showed 
thet the average death-rates since 1907 were: 
Richmond 75.5 per thousand, and Belfast 102.1 
per thousand. The conclusion to which the sub- 
committee came was that a reduction in ex- 
i pondliture in Richmond would be effected if they 
| aclonted the same standard of treatment and 
| care that the Belfast authorities were satisfied 
| to adopt, but inevitably that this would be fol. 
‘lowed by an increase in the death-rate. After 
| the comperison of the conditions between Rich- 
mond and Belfast, the committee were satis- 
fied that the scale of expenditure in Richmond 
was justified by results, and they were pre- 
pared to defend their administration against any 
attack on the score of extravagance.

The annual meeting of the Hibernian Band of 
Hope Union was held last evening in the

They desired to express 
warm upprecistion of Mr. Huggard's services 
during the absence of Mr. Maitland. The Union 
required the liberal support of all who believed 
in instr unt ing the young on the question of total 
abstine ute. Prohibition in the United States 
had bean brought about by many years’ arduous 
work «f temperance reformers. America was 
remarkalle for big things, but the work of pro- 
hibition, eclipsed anything it had ever done pre- 
viously. It would help to develop the industries 
of the United States in a wonderful way. The 
women of America had done an immense 
amount of good in bringing prohibition about, 
and it should be a great encouragement for 
those at home in their efforts to influence the 
rising generation. If all the Churches threw their 
energy into that work, there would be a great 
change throughout the country, and the way 
would be prepared for prohibition. 

THE ANNUAL REPORT. 

Mr. F. T. Eason read the forty-~<ixth annual 
report of the Council, which stated that the 
inactivity so noticeable in Band of Hope work 
since the outbreak of war was giving place to a 
renewed interest in the movement all over the 
country. The financial statement showed a 
debit balance. While acknowledging indebted- 
ness to all who supported the cause in the past, 
the Committee urgently appealed to those who 
had never yet considered the claims of the Union 
to beco subscribers, if even in a small way. 

THE FIGHT AGAINST PROHIBITION. 

Rev. W. Baillie, in proposing the adoption of 
the report, said that they were fighting the 
greatest foe they could meet. They had to 
face a smaller foe in Germany, and, in facing it, 
they had the bulk of the population behind 
them, but with this greater foe they found it 
very hard to get a big public opinion behind 
them. With few exceptions, the Press, as well 
as prominent statesmen, attacked the pro- 
hibition campaign, and told them that they 
should not take dictation from any other 
country. If that were true, he did not see why 
they should go to India and try to convert the 
proud and philosophical Hindoos to Christianity. 

Mr. J. Marshall Butler seconded the motion, 
which was adopted, and said that, as half 
measures were useless, public-houses should be 
closed entirely. 

A REPLY TO THE LICENSED TRADE. 

Rev. J. J. Macaulay, in proposing the re- 
election of the President, Vice-Presidents, 
honorary officers, and Committee, said that they 
were receiving compliments from strange quar- 
ters.

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NATIONAL TRADE MARKS. 
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At yeetorday'a sitting of the Merchandise 
Marks Committee evidence was given by Mr. E 
J. Riordan, Secretary of the Irish Industrial 
Development Association, which exists to pro- 
mote Irish trade and commerce, to administer | 
the Irish national trade mark, and to take pro. 
ceedings against persons in any part of the 
world detected selling or misdescribing non- 
Irish goods as Irish goods. 

Dealing with the point as to whether any 
extension of the ambhdmoant of the Merchandise 
Marks Act was required in respect of the pro- 
visions relating to indications of origin, Mr. 
Riotdan said that in the opinion of the Associa- 
tion it was desirable that all goods of foreign 
origin imported into Great Britain or Ireland 
should, where practicable, bear an indelible and 
conspicuous indication of the country of origin, 
that h should be an indictable offence fer oa 
wholesale or retail trader in these countries to 
efface or cover such indication of origin before 
eclling the goods to the public, and that this 
requirement as to indication of the country of 
origin should extend to goods transhipped in or 
re-exported from these countries. : 

Under the existing regulations there was 
nothing to prevent persons in Great Britain and 
Ireland from importing goods from foreign 
countrics, applying their own names or brands 
to these goods, and disposing of them as their 
own manufacture. This, in the opinion of the 
Association, wag @ very serious defect in the 
provisions of the Merchandise Marks Act, and 
should be rectified without delay. The witness 
went on to cite a number of cases in ‘which 
Irish menufacturers had suffered on account of 
unscrupulous persons wrongly representing the 
goods they sold as being of Irish manufacture 
The Association felt that the Committee would 
be acting in the interests of the better adminia. 
tration of the Act if they could see their way to 
report in favour of legislation doing away with 
the limitation of the Dublin Divisional Magis. 
trates’ powers in respect of the issuing of aum 
monses under the Act, and giving Courts of 
Petty Sessions in Ireland powers in reapect of 
the measurement of costs in Merchandise Marks 
Act cases. 

Mr. Riordan next proceeded to deal with the 
question as to the utility and effect of national 
trade “marks” or other similar (collective) 
marks, and how far they should be authorised 
or encouraged in this country. In the opinion 
of the Association, he said, it would be of great 
assistance if those countries which had not yet 
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of Section 62 of the British Act could be per- 
suaded to do so. For instance, the trade mark 
laws of the United States did not permit of a 
non-trading body, such as the Irish Industrial 
Development Asscéiation, registering a national 
trade mark in that country. The Association 
was of opinion that before the registration of a 
national trade mark was sanctioned the authori. 
ties governing the use of the proposed mark 
should be such as should ensure that only bona 
fide goods should be entitled to be branded with 
the mark, and that the machinery to be cet up 
by the body undertaking the administration of 
the mark should be adequate to meet all the 
needs of the case. Subject to this condition 
the Association was in favour of the encourage. 
ment of additional national trade marks.

The Gael“ is a story which, in spite of its 
somewhat romantic title, moves for the most 
part within the confines of a Galway farm, and 
relates wholly to evente of to-day. It is the 
tale of a Dublin-bred youth who, out of his 
small patrimony, bought back the ancestral 
house and land in Galway, partly from senti- 
ment and partly because he was in love with 
the farmer's life. He was determined to farm 
the land as it never was farmed before. His 
task was an uphill one. The house was ruinous, 
the land wholly neglected. But Con 0 Hickie 
made good, and, in spite of many obstacles 
from Nature and from man, wrung success out 
of the reluctant soil. Incidentally, he opened a 
limekiln on the rocky barrens of his 
demesne, set up a sawmill, made love to a 
pretty colleen, and prospered in all these under- 
takings. Mr. Lysaght is at his best in describ- 
ing the life in the open, and the joy of work in 
field and meadow and among the kindly beasts. 
He infects us with his own enthusiasm, and we 
are quite pleased at Con’s success. But our 
interest slackens when the story begins to 
wander into politics, and Con’s failure to cap- 
ture his constituency leaves us cold. The truth 
is that man’s struggle with Nature and his con- 
quest of her secrets are far more interesting 
and certainly far more profitable to the world 
than the barren strife of man with man which 
we call politics. Possibly it was with some 
such thought in his mind that Mr. Lysaght wove 
this tale and gave it the turn towards politics 
that appears in the later chapters. The story is 
well constructed. The talk is natural, though 
somewhat too polemical. Con O’Hickie is a well- 
drawn character, but it is the farm which we 
seem to realise and remember best—perhaps 
because Mr. Lysaght himself has seen the farm 
more vividly than he has thought himself into 
the soul and character of the human beings who 
labour it. With one or two lapses, the story is 
happily free from sectarian and party spirit.

Silas Hocking places the greater part of the 
scene of his latest novel in his beloved Cornwall, 
alternately with London. Nancy Tresillian, the 
daughter of a London doctor, imagining herself 
penniless on her father’s death, end finding 
herself persecuted by the attentions of her 
aolicitor, is about to throw herself into the sea, 
but is stopped on the very edge by Hugh 
Martyn, who, it afterwards transpires, as a boy 
lived in the same village, and was one day 
kindly treated by the doctor’s daughter. How 
she returns. to London cured in mind and finds 
congenial occupation, how he, after his holiday 
in Cornwall, also returns to hie work ae secretary 
to a M. P., and how eventually they meet again 
is told, with much more besides, which has to 
do with the M.P.’s daughter and Hugh's in- 
decision between love and eelf-interest. The 
story ends as all such stories should, though the 
war makes a break before comes lovers’ meet- 
ing. It is a healthy, thoughtful tale, with the 
interest well sustained by reflections on life and 
the world of London in particular.
